These re- 
marks apply especially to Mignnonclte, vrbicli 
s very Impatient of In-door confinement. Sue I 
cntants, such as Cacll, are eicellent window | 
plants In this respect, aa tbe dry air does not 
elect them. To keep Ihe air about.Ibe plants 
moist, Is one of tbe secrels of window culture. 
Borne who have very noe windows well stocked 
with line plants, make gla«ed c««tB with folding 
doors to them, by wblch, when tberoom is high- 
ly healed and very dry, Ihey can be enclosed in 
an almospbere of Ibeir own. In such casesjern* 
and morses can be grown 10 perfection, aud 
pendant plants In hanging vases give a Bruiiliuu 
forett appearance to our bappj C'hnsimits 
homes— Gardener'* Monthly.

caaional exceptions, a little f.irm well tilled if. 
mere profitable In Ihe end than a large line in 
differently cultivated. We once read a stnry ol 
a Frenchman who bad two daughters. One ol 
them married, and received one hall the pater 
nal vineyard aa her dowry. To the olil rnnn's 
surprise, the half be reserved, receiving at nun li 
cullivsllon at he formerly bestowed upon tin- 
whole, yielded aa much as the whole hull.
